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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 43-47, 64, 65 and 67-71 are and rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Rodriguez 
et al '951. No distinction is seen between the hydrogen storage system and process 
disclosed by Rodriguez et al '931, and that recited in claims 43-47, 64, 65 and 67-71. 
Rodriguez et al '931 disclose at col. 5, lines 42-53 that the carbon nanofibers may be of 
any suitable shape including twisted, spiral, helical coiled and ribbon-like. These shapes 
appear to be non-planar. In any event, it would be prima facie obvious to employ a non- 
planar nanofiber in the system of Rodriguez et al '931 , since Rodriguez et al '931 
teaches at col. 5, line 42 that the shape of the nanofibers may be "any suitable shape". 
The storage material of Rodriguez et al '931 would inherently have a binding energy to 
adsorbed hydrogen substantially greater than 0.01 eV, since the naonfibers employed in 
the reference are non-planar. In any event, applicants' specification implies in 
Paragragh [0085] that the binding energy of a planar storage material would be about 
0.01 eV. Accordingly the binding energy of the system of Rodriguez et al '931 is

considered to have a binding energy "substantially greater than 0.01 eV\ since 
"substantially" is an indefinite term. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 43-77 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. It is indefinite as to what the lower valu would be for 
the term "substantially greater than 0.10 eV", since "substantially" is a relative term. For 
example, it is indefinite as to whether 0.13 eV would be "substantially" greater than 0.10 
eV. In claim 72, it is indefinite as to how great the portion would have to be to constitute 
a "substantial portion" of molecular lattice defects. In claim 75 and 77, "selected 
from... and" is improper Markush terminology. In claim 76, "at least one of... and" is 
improper Markush terminology. 

Claims 43-77 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraphias failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. There is no "description support" in the 
original specification for the nanostructures being in such forms as nanoplatelets, 
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nanotubes, nanofibers, nanorods and nanowires.There is also no "description support" 
in the original specification for the storage material having a binding energy to adsorbed 
hydrogen "substantially greater than 0.01 eV". 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 43-54 and 64-77 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-30 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,672,077. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the hydrogen storage material recited in the claims of 
US 6,672,077 would inherently have a binding energy to adsorbed hydrogen 
substantially greater than 0.01 eV, since the storage material of US 6,672,077 is 
comprised of at least two light elements and non-planar nanostructures. (See 



particularly claims 10 and 23 of US 6,672,077.) 
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The specification is objected to in that the patent number on page 2, line 23 
appears to be incorrect.
